Special Combat 
Pay Bill Would 
Aid Cis In Korea 


WASHINGTON. Jan.

Congress today proposed legis­ 
lation to grant combat pay of $50 
and $100 a month, retroactive to 
last June 27, to men who have 
served in Korea. 
The $50 additional pay would

Men who have served since the 
start of the Korean war would 
be entitled from anywhere from 
$300 to $600 in back pay if they

killed in action “ regardless of 
the number of days they had 
served In combat duty.”

STRONG ECONOMICALLY 
ECONOMICALLY, the United States is 
not hanging on the ropes, although it is tak­ 
ing military and diplomatic beatings daily. 
But more taxes and inflation—the two are 
synonymous—are inevitable. 
This year the national government will 
take at least 20 per cent of the people's in­ 
come. Inflation has already put consumer 
prices up 57 per cent over 1942, and prices 
are advancing at the rate of I per cent a 
month. More government controls are in 
the offing. 
If rearmament and war costs remain as 
now planned, America’s hope is produc­ 
tion. Defense output is expected to t a k e 
one-sixth of total production, but the na­ 
tion’s industrial machinery has been ex­ 
panded amazingly since 1942. 
Electric power generation has increased 
50 per cent, natural gas output has dou­ 
bled, steel tonnage is being increased to 
115,000,000 tons a year, compared to 90,000,- 
000, and oil output has been boosted 40 per 
cent. The nation's labor force is 9,000,000 
greater than it was I years ago. 
The country has greatly expanded auto­ 
mobile production and housing has been 
vastly improved. No shortage of ladies’ 
nylons is in sight, and no curtailment of 
travel is contemplated. 
But these are only the superficialities of 
the good life. Boys will be drafted in in­ 
creasing numbers. Casting a shadow over 
the nation will be uncertainty as to the fu­ 
ture, No one knows when the Korean dis­ 
aster will be compounded. 
This is the America 150,000.000 people 
live in today. What it will be a year from 
now remains to be revealed. 


POPULATION SHIFT 
THERE will be another shift of popula­ 
tion as rearmament creates new shortag­ 
es of workers in industries. Population of 
the United States has been shifting for 20 
years as restive industry seeks new loca­ 
tions and workers follow. 
The Pacific Coast has had the greatest 
gains. Three areas have shown net losses 
in inter-state migration—the Southeast, the 
Southwest and the Northwestern plains 
states. Persons are moving from poorer to 
richer states to improve personal income*. 
This is tending to level incomes of all 
states. 
In 1929 New York State had per capita in­ 
come payments more than 40 percent high­ 
er than the national average. There is no 
such discrepancy now, although the six 
Southeastern states average 50 per cent be­ 
low the mean national per capita income. 
As a state gains newcomers from other 
states, the effect is to slow down the in­ 
crease in per capita income payments. As 
a state loses population, per capita income 
usually increases. 


The quarrel between President Truman 
and Congress may resolve itself into an in­ 
quiry into the constitutional question of the 
power of the purse. Even on the Democrat­ 
ic side it is evident that supporters of the 
President's policies feel that he should not, 
at this time, raise constitutional i s s u e s 
which need not be raised. Senator P a u l 
Douglas of Illinois, a supporter of Mr. Tru- 
! man s war program, indicated that clearly. 
The President’s position, stated on Jan, 
ll, is that he admits that Congress con­ 
trols the purse, but that if Congress dis­ 
agrees with him, he will go to the people. 
Of course, that is precisely what Congress 
did in the last election: The whole of the 
House of Representatives and one-third of 
the Senate were then elected. By the only 
legal process available in this country the 
people were gone to and they made 
choices. 
The Constitution is altogether clear on 
this subject: 
“No money shall be drawn from the 
Treasury, but in consequence of appropria­ 
tions made by law: and a regular state­ 
ment and account of the receipts and ex­ 
penditures of all public money shall be pub­ 
lished from time to time.” 
The power of Congress in the control of 
our money is absolute. Congress, in turn, 
is responsible only to the people, whose de­ 
cisions are made at elections. The Presi­ 
dent may veto an appropriation bill, but he 
may not expend a cent unless Congress so 
authorizes him. 
The object of this provision in the Con­ 
stitution is to prevent a President from be­ 
coming a tyrant. After all, if he could raise 
and use money without restraint, he could 
govern as a dictator without authorization 
by Congress or by the interdicts of the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Lord Bryce, in his masterpiece, “T h e 
American Comr. jnwealth,’’ explains the 
congressional control of the purse as fol­ 
lows: 
“If he were to engage in military opera­ 
tions—he cannot under the Constitution ‘de­ 
clare war* for that belongs to Congress— 
the House might paralyze him by declining 
to vote the requisite army appropriations. 
If he were to repeat the splendid audacity 
of Jefferson by purchasing a new territory, 
they could withhold the purchase money. 
But if, keeping within the limits of his con­ 
stitutional functions, he takes a different 
course from that they recommend, if for 
instance he should refuse, at their repeated 
I requests, 
to demand the liberation of 
American citizens pining in foreign dun­ 
geons, or to suppress disorders in a state 
whose government had requested federal 
intervention, they would have to look on. To 
withhold the ordinary supplies, and thereby 
stop the machine of government, would in­ 
jure the country and themselves far more 
than the President. They would, to use a 
common expression, be cutting off t h e i r 
nose to spite their face. They could not 
lawfully refuse to vote his salary, for that 
is guaranteed to him by the Constitution, 
i They could not, except by a successful im­ 
peachment, turn him out of the W h i t e 
i House or deprive him of his title to the 
obedience of all federal officials.” 
In this phase of the debate, the Constitu­ 
tion looms large, for those who maintain 
that the so-called UN (90 percent Ameri­ 
can) police action is a subterfuge, insist 
that congressional control over the budget, 
peacetime or wartime, must not be by­ 
passed by any device or subterfuge. 
The issue is tremendously important, 
j For if we are not fighting for constitutional 
; government, what are we fighting for?

MORE OF Christ's activities 
ire related in today s lesson, ac* 
tivities that healed and blest the 
common people, but which roused 
the Ire of the church authorities. 
The first miracle in our lesson 
is the healing of a leper. The man 
came to Jesus and. kneeling at 
His feet, besought the Lord to 
make him clean. You remember 
that all lepers had to warn others 
to keep away from them, for fear 
of contagion, by crying, "Unclean! 
^•Unclean!” 
Touched by the man's faith, 
'Jesus reached out His hand and 
touched him. and straightway he 
was cleansed and whole. 
Jesus 
told him to tell no one, but to 
go to the priest and "offer for 
thy cleansing the things which 
M o s e s commanded,” in other 
words, obey the Jewish law. 
However, the man did not obey 
the Master, but told everyone he

with joy that he simply could
